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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The rejection of claim 25 under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2, first paragraph, for including new 
matter, as set forth on page 3 of the Office Action of 02/20/2008, is WITHDRAWN in 
light of the amendments to claim 25 

The following rejections of claims under 35 USC 103 as obvious in view of the 
teachings of the cited prior art, as set forth on pages 4-23 of the Office Action of 
02/20/2008 are WITHDRAWN in view of the amendments to the claims: Rutledge et al 
in view of Sathasivan et al and Shi et al (claims 2-9 and 24); Rutledge et al in view of 
Sathasivan et al, Shi et al and Hattori et al (claim 10); Rutledge et al in view of Hattori et 
al, Liu et al and Shi et al (claims 12-20 and 25); and Rutledge et al in view of Hattori et 
al, Liu et al, Shi et al and Sathasivan et al (claim 21). 

The amended claims are drawn to methods requiring amplification using primers 
comprising the sequences set forth in SEQ ID NO: 9 (used as an AHAS1 forward 
primer as recited in claim 2 and claim 24), SEQ ID NO: 10 (used as an AHAS1 reverse 
primer as recited in claim 3), SEQ ID NO: 13 (used as an AHAS3 forward primer as 
recited in claim 12), or SEQ ID NO: 14 (used as an AHAS3 reverse primer as recited in 
claim 13 and claim 13 and claim 25). In the case of the aforementioned required primer 
sequences, while the prior art of Rutledge et al (1991) provides the sequences of the 
B. napus AHAS1 and AHAS3 genes, the required primers contain particular 
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mismatches between the gene sequence of the prior art and the required primers, and 
thus primers comprising the required sequences are not suggested by the prior art. 



The provisional rejection of claims on the ground of nonstatutory obviousness- 
type double patenting over claims 1-5 of copending Application No. 10/695,089 and 
other cited references, as set forth on pages 23-25 of the Office Action of 02/20/2008, is 
WITHDRAWN in light of the amendments to the claims and the abandonment of
